A Klimer Rouge Leader Is ^Sorry’ 

Khieu Samphan, Back in Phnom Penh, Urges Nation to Forget Past

PHNOM PENH — A top leader of 
the Khmer Rouge muttered an apology 
Tuesday, saying he was “sorry, very 
Sony" for the suffering he h^ caused 
the Cambodian perale. 

His apology, m ugiish, came only 
after aggressive questioning at a news 
conference. At the insistence of Cam- 
bodian feportens, he repe^ed it in the 
Khmer language: "Knyom som tos." 

But the leader, Khieu Samphan. re- 
peatodly urged both Cambomans and 
foreigners to “let bygones be by- 
gones" rraarding the d«irKg of more 
tiian a miUian peqile between 1975 
and 1979, when be was (he KhnKr 
Rouge head of state. 


Mr. Khieu Samphan, 67, who was 
welcomed back to society Tuesday 
with an embrace firom Prime Minister 
Hun Sen, said Cambodia should focus 
on the problems of the present and 
"forget the pasL" 

A second high-ranking defector. 
Nuon Chea, 71, was also asked if he 
had an apology to make to his coun- 
trymen. "Actually, we are very sorry 
not only for the lives of the people of 
Cambodia but even for the lives of ail 
anhnals that Suffered because of the 
war," he said. 

The two elderly leaders, who gave 
up toeir stniggie tour days ago. new 
here Tuesday morning helicopter 
from the western town of Pailin. where 
they have begun new lives as self- 
proclaimed "ordinary citizens." 


It was the first visit here by Mr. Nuon 
Chea since Khmer Rouge times, when 
Phnom Penh was a dead dty, emptied 
of its citizens by his absolutist theory of 
a primitive agrarian revolution. 

Cambodians who heard him noted 
that he referred specifically to Cam- 
bodia's long dvU war. not to the rav- 
ages of the Khmer Rouge rule, when 
nearly a fourth of the couniiy's {top- 
ulation was killed or died of starvation, 
disease and overwork. 

Mr. Nuon Chea, known as "Brother 
Number Two" to the late Khmer 
Rouge leader Pol Pol. was the architect 
of t^ movement's forced evacuation 
of the cities in 1975. He later had 
command responsibility over a wave

Hazed and Hating It: Russian Draftees Flee Army

ST. PETERSBURG — Volodya, with a boyish 
fuzz on tiis lean young man’s cheeks, detailed his 
ordeal in slang be picked up during a short, brutal 
stay in the Russian Army. 

"Grandfothers” — that is, senior soldiers in his 
unit — bad "huitg" him with an arbitrary debt. 
When be didn't pay. toe graniffathers taught him to 
"fly" — meaning they kneed him with such force 
that he was lifted off the barracks floor. 

Fearing be would end up in a “zinc box." Volodya 
deserted, fled to Sl Petersburg and hid in the anon- 
ymous bi^-rise neigbborhot^ of toe city's peri- 
phery. Zinc box is what soldiers caJ 1 toe metal coffins 
used for rxdliiaiy dead. 

Volodya has joined toe legion of deserters and draft 
dodgers on toe run from toe army, a once-proud 
institution that has become a chamber of horrors 
spread across 1 1 time zones. Unrestrained hazing and 
material deprivation await youths who answer their 
country’s c^ to serve. Killiriigs, suicides and depraved 
fbmis of abuse are the backdrop of a soldier's life. 

Ifie beatings aggravate already inhumane con- 
ditions brought on by Russia's seven-year economic 
tailspin and deep cuts in military spending. Barracks 
are often unb^tetL and soldiers go without pay for 
months. Units trained for tank warfare sometimes 
pick potatoes to make money. Corrupt generals use 
their troops as free labor to build country homes or to 
maintain their propenies.

Island Greeks Defuse 
Tension With Turkey- 
Over Russian S-SOOs

PARIS — Cyprus canceled toe de- 
ployment of advanced Russian surface- 
to-air missiles on Tuesday and instead 
agreed to stcuv them in Greece, ex- 
tinguishing a flash point for potential 
Turkish attacks on the island and easing 
Greek-Turkish tensions both in toe Ae- 
gean and witfaio NATO. 

President Glavkos Klerides of Cypw 
said, "I reached the decision not to in- 
stall toe missiles on Cyprus, and I agreed 
to negotiaie wito the Russian govern- 
ment on toe possibility of installing them 
on Crete." a Greek island from which 
the missiles would not be able to reach 
Turkish airspace. 

Western governments had been hop- 
ing that the Greek Cypriots would ac- 
c^t this plan as a way of ending the 
cooftontation over toe S-300 missile 
system. In recent weeks, toe United 
Slates pressed a diplomatic campaign 
promising new momentum to settle toe 
Cyprus question if the Greek Cypriots 
did not take delivery of the $500 million 
weapons package. 

For nearly a year, officials of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization have 
warned that Turkey wonld probably 
carry out its threat to launch a dev- 
astating air assault against Cypriot mil- 
itary uutallaiions as well as the launch- 
ing sites if the Greek Cypriots deployed 
the weapons, widening toeir military 
edge over toe Turkish Cypriots in toe 
notriheropart of the divid^ island. 

The U.S. State Department quickly 
commended Mr. Klerides for Fraucing 
tensions on Cyprus and said that his 
decision would give "important new 
impMus" to U.S.-backed moves by toe 
United Nations secreiaxy-general. Kofi 
Annan, to reinvigorate the drive for a 
final settlement on the island. 

The idea of sending the batteries to 
Crete had emerged as toe most palatable 
option for Cyprus, according to officials 
in NATO countries, who said that they 
thought Turkey could be persuaded to 
accept this outcome despite earlier state- 
ments warning of Turkish "concern" if 
the missiles were deployed on Crete. 

Several of toe officials interpreted toe 
Greek Cypriot announcement to mean 
that tte missiles were to be stored on 
Crete without being activated until Tur- 
key was reassured about their presence. 

Russia seemed unlikely to object to toe 
annouocemenL Moscow had stressed 
that the sale was a purely cmnmercial 
venture. It was unclear whether Moscow 
bad received foil payment for toe arma- 
ments from Cyprus or whether part of the

Mixed Marriages Give U.S. Melting Pot New^Lifa

M ontclair, 

New Jersey — 

Some see it as a 
demographic 

shift that will irrej^bly tear 
ar the fabric that binds .Amer- 
icans. this vast influx of im- 
migrants who for more than 
two decades have been 
Streaming across the nation's 
borders. President Bill Clin- 
ton appointed a commission 
to help the country' absorb its 
new multicultural citizenry, 
a flurry of new books have 
questioned the ver>' premise 
of the fabled melting pot, and 
several social histonans are 
now asking whether the 
country is on the verge of 
becoming a balkanized na- 
tion with shared geography 
but no common identity. 

Yet the mounting fears of 
ethnic divide are being 
answered by a force of po- 
tentially equal might: the 
encmious rate at which couples of different races 
and ethnicities are marrying one another. 

Since I960, the number of interracial couples in 
the United Smres has increased more than tenfold, to 
1.6 million, including marriages involving His- 
panics. Such unions now account for about 4 per- 
cent of U.S. marriages, a share that is expected ro 
mushroom in corning years and that is already 
offering powerful evidence that many .Americans 
are jettisoning old prejudices as never before. 

"I think we are at the edge of a major change in 
how w'e think of race in the United States.'' said 
Reynolds Farley, a demographer with the Russell 
Sage Foundation. "Potentially, race could lose 
much of its meaning in this country, much like 
ethnicity has" for whites. 

In open-minded subuiijs like Montclair, outside 
New Y’ork City. tni.\ed-race couples like Elizabeth 
Seaton and Sietze Frankfort are so common that 
they nirely turn heads. The school system here has 
even starred offering seminars to address the con- 
cerns of multiracial children. 

Mr. Frankfort, the product of a union between his 
Indonesian mother and Dutch father, said he knew 
hi.s family would readily accept his new girlfriend. 
Kick when they started daring. Bui Ms. Seaton's 
family was another maner. 

"I was nervous," she said. "My father has 
attitude. He carries on about other ethnic and racial 
groups, particularly black folks and Jews." 

But when Mr. Frankfort ruially met her father, 
things turned out fine. And for die 18 years the 
couple has been married. Mr. Seaton's fa’ther. like 
the rest of her family, has been nothing but worm 
tow ard her husband. 

Not only are interracial unions, and the children 
they produce, complicating predictions ubout the 
future racial makeup of the united States, they are 
calling into question widely understood notions V^f 
race. 

The rales of intermarriage among many minor- 
ities now rival those of second-generation imrai-

grants whose pa/enis came to .America in (he de- 
cades near the cum of the century. Intermarriage 
among the descendants of those early immigrants 
over time all bur erased ethnic stereotypes that once 
defined white Americans. While white ethnicity 
was once a salient feature in American life, the 1990 
census found that in only one in five U'hite couples 
did both partners share the same ethnic heritage. 

"Nob^y talks about balancing a political ticket 
with an Iri^h or an Italian anymore." Mr. Farley 
said. 

Interracial relationships still stir racist passions. 
]n 1992. for instance, the volunteer coordinator of 
Pat Buchanan's Republican presidential campaign 
in New Jersey was remov^ after he compared 
mixed marriages to the cross-breeding of animals. 

And it was only three decades ago^ in 1967. that 
the Supreme Courr ruled anti-miscegenation laws 
unconstitutional, wiping those statutes off the books 
in Virginia and 15 other states. But the sentiments 
that undergirded those laws are increasingly giving 
way to interracial tolerance. 

That is likely to be even more true as the nation's 
Hispanic and .Asi.*ui-.American populations contin- 
ue to grow. Many of the new- immigrants come from 
counties with mUed-race traditions. Some analysts 
say that makes them more open to interracial mar- 
riage. particularly to whites.

jOD.AY, ALMOST one-third of U.S.-born 
Hispanics ages 25 to .^4 are married to non' 
Hispanic whites. In addition. .^6 percent of 
young Asian-PacifiC'American men bom 
in the United States many white women, and 45 
percent of U.S.-bom .Asian-Pacific-American 
women take white husbands. *rhe vast majority of 
Native Americans also marry whites. 

Glenn Shimumoto, a second-generation Japanese- 
.American w-ho grew up near Pittsburgh but now lives 
in Montclair, says his race was onl>' a factev on the 
rare occasions when he was confronted with racist 
name-calling and insults from "the small group of

£n the 17 years the couple 
has been together, they say 
they have lived peacefully, 
mostly in white, suburb^ 
neighborhoods. 

"It's funny." said 
Belinda Shimamoto. "But it 
probably was a bigger deal 
when my Irish Catholic moth^ married my British 
Protestant fattter." 

Yet if a picture is beginning to emerge of racial 
and ethnic meldii^. one group is noticeably absent: 
blacks. Rates of interracial marriage involving 
blacks, while increasing, remain far lower than 
those of oiherracial minorities. Fewerthan one in iO 
black men and one In 25 black women ages 25 to 34 
have white spouses, according to the 19^ census. 
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OMB OBSERVERS say they fear that the 
emerging portrait points to a mture in w'hich 
many blacks will still fmd themselves on the 
other side of a color line. But rather than 
separating them from whites only, this line could 
separate blacks hrom everyone else. 

* * In the America of the middle of the next century 
it might look like the race problem is a black 
problem and these other groups maybe followed 
some other kind of model into some kind of plur- 
alistic acc^xance." ^ys Roderick Harrisott, a 
Census Bureau demographer.

As High-Class Living Moves Downtown^ Denver Joins U.S. Shift

DENVER. — From her fifth-floor 
tqiartm'ent in a freshly converted flour 
1 ^, Dana Crawfo^ surveyed the 
abandoned railroad yards at the core of 
downtown Denver and envisioned lofts 
and more lofts.

' for 3400 more, Ms. Oawford, a de- 
veloper, waved to a cluster of vacant red- 
bride wardiouses near tbe freight tracks 
and predict “All these warehouse 
buQdm^ will be tamed into lofts." 

WiAin -a one-mile radius of Union 
SufiCHi, Denver's beaux arts historic

Denver’s move toward downtown 
living is part of a national trend, ac- 
cording to a new study of 24 large 
American cities by the Brookings m- 
stitutioD and die Fannie Mae Foun- 
dation research groups. In a reversal of 
a trend that started after World War n. 
in which iimer cities lost population, 
each city forecast growth in the number 
of people living downtown. 

By 2010, die study reported, down- 
town itopitiations are expected to quad- 
ruple in Houston, to 9300 people, to 
more than triple in Cleveland, to 
21,000, and to nearly triple in Denver, 
to 9,250. Growth is also expected in 
bigger cities, with Chicago's down- 
town population forecast to increase by 
a ihir^ to 152,000. 

But the migration downtown is es- 
pecially striking in Denver, a sprawling 
city of houses and low-rise buildings. 

“Denver fits the panem of a Western 
automobile city, so for a Sun Belt city, 
what is happening here is very Icupiring,^ ' 
said Brad S^gal an urban consul^t wlto 
is on the board of tbe Intenuuioiial Down- 
town AssociaticMi, an organizaticxi of city 


planners specializing in downtowns. Not-; 
ing that delations from pities as diverse 
as Albuquerque, New Mexico, and Bal- 
timore nave recently toured downtown 
Denver to get ideas. Mr. Segal added, 
"Most of the cities I work in want to be 
like Denver." 

Plannefs caution that the move down- 
town, in Demer and elsewhere, is a 
minitrend in the face of continuing sub- 
urban exponsiem. Indeed, while the city of 
Dover's population grew by Z percent, 
or 12,000 p^Ie, since 19^. to about 
500,000 p^le, its suburbs grew by a 
third in the same time, adding 505,000. 

But looking ahead, Mr. Segal and 
other urbanists believe that demograph- 
ics and accumulated wealth are 'jxiint- 
ing to radical transformations in Amer- 
ican downtowns in the coming decades. 
Vimially all the people moving into 
downtown Denver do not have children 
Living at home. They are singles, child- 
less couples or older people, the 
“entoty nesiers” whose children have 
left for college and careers. 

By 2010. 72 percent of American 
households will nor have children at 


home, said Dao Nguyen, a research 
analyst who helped prepare the Brook- 
ings srudy. 

In Colorado, the fastest-growing 
population segment in coming years is 
forecast to be households of people 54 
years old and over. 

In addition to the continuing transfer 
of wealth from the Wtxld War II gen- 
eration to the baby boomers, a new 
change in tax is expected 10 help "empty 
nesiers" cash out of the suburbs. Last 
year, a change in federal tax laws raised 
to $500,000 fitxn $1 25,000 the portion of 
earnings frtxn the sale of a {ximaiy res- 
idence that is free of a caphd gains tax. 

“An older couple can put half the 
money in a downtown apartment, and 
save the rest for travel or a second 
residence,’’ said Lany Grace, regional 
vice president of Trillium Corp.. a 
downtown develt^r in Denver. 

Developers for Trillium plan to break

LoDo's appeal comes ’from many 
factexs: declining urban crime, rising con- 
gestion of subu^. a powerful regional 
economy and a host of entertainment 
venues within walking distance.

During the draft caB last 
spring, Russian televisron 
racodcast a videotape that has 
left an indeliUe image on foe 
national consciousness. In a 
sadistic hazing ritual, burly 


older men marched down a 
row of junior soldiers and 
kneed each one in the chest. In 
response to orders to stop 
such assaults, commanders at 
a base in the northern Cau- 
casus require soldiers to strip 
for inspection every week. 
That way, foe officers can 
check for bruises hidden by 
clothing — and the recruits* 
fearful silence. 

“I volunteered.'' said 
Volodya of his five-month ca- 
reer in a unit of foe railroad 
troops, which provide secu- 
rity along Russia's vast lo- 
comotive network. 

“The grandfathers warned 
money. They didn’t care how 
I got it — stealing, begging, 
when 1 didn't pay, they hit me 
in the chesL Kicked me 
around the room. The officers 
in charge, they looked tbe oth- 
er way.’’ 

Volodya's eyes shifted 
nervously to one side. The 
sound of shuffiing footsteps 
behind him on foe ice-glaz^ 
sidewalk made him fidget. He 
lives a life of suspicion and 
hides at a friend's house. On 
occasion, be borrows a neigh- 
bor's baby and takes it for a 
stroll just to get outside. 

“It’scamoufiage," he said 
sheepishly. “Police don’t 


stop you if you're tending a 
child." 

He was v'isiting the offices 
of the Soldiers' Mothers 
Committee, a St Petersburg 
organization with roots in 
protests against the war in 
Chechnya. 

Earlier, mothers of soldiers 
missing in Chechnya came to 
the committee for help in re- 
claiming their sons, dead or 
alive.

room at his barracks. 

Mrs. Poliakova investi^i- 1 
ed and found the e^lanation 
wanting. Private Flocb bad 
wrinen plaintive leuers to his 
parents that told of beatings 
and abuse. “Don’t let my 
brother join the army," he 
implored. 

Mrs. Poliakova and an as- 
sistant inspected the zinc box 
that held Private Floch when 
his body was returned to St. 
Petersburs and found that

The challenge for Europe will be 
greatest in the next cyclical downtnrn. 
Tiiere is a risk that one country or 
another could elect a government 
which blames its economic problems 
on European Central Bank policies 
over which it has no control, and 
threatens to withdraw from the cur- 
rency union unless changes are made. 


The rules that Europe has adopted say

would create a crisis. There is no risk of 
that in the immediate future. 

With luck, the arrival of the euro will 
improve European economies, en- 
hance European cooperation and pro- 
mote world growth.

CIA Budget Secrets 


Last year the CIA disclosed for the 
first time the aggregate intelligence 
budget for tiie United States. The re- 
lease came in response to a Freedom of 
Information Act lawsuit by the Fed- 
eration of American Scientists. The 
CIA revealed that the government 
spent $26.6 billion in fiscal 19^ on 
intelligence-related activities. 'Die fig- 
ure rose to $26.7 billion in 1^8. Now, 
however, the CIA is refrising to release 
the intelligence budget request for 


1999 and is vigorously cmposing a suit 
which is seeking that information. 


which is seeking that information. 

Intelligence chief George J. Tenet, 
in a declaration filed in the case, argues 
that disclosure of the budget request 
"reasonably could be expected to. 
cause damage to the nauonal security 
and would tend to reveal intelligence 
sources and methods. ' ' Mr. Tenet con- 
tends that disclosure, in combination 
with the previous budget numbers, 
"provides a measure of the admin- 
istratioh's unique critical assessment 
of its own intelligence programs." 
Disclosure also could, he contends, 
"assist foreign governments in cor- 
relating specific spending figures with 


particular intelligence programs." 

The budget request, on Us face, 
should be less threatening to national 
security than the amount of the ex- 
penditures. At the same time, it is a 
critical figure in any public policy de- 
bate about the intelligence budget, be- 
cause it involves pending public policy 
questions, rather than merely describ- 
ing expenditure levels already fixed. 

As for Che claim chat the request is a 
unique window on the government's 
self-assessment, agencies generally ask 
Congress for more money. Tlie bipar-

Chancel- 
lor Helmut Kohl pushed the 
idea of an enormous Holocaust 
memorial m Beilin, designed 
by tbe American architecr Peter 
Eisenman, as a kind of center- 
piece for the reborn capital. 

Gerhard Schroeder, leader of 
the Social Democrats, objected; 
he has said Germans should 
"look ahead without forgetting 
whar happened.*’ His adviser 
Michael Naumann, now culture 
irdnister. warned that the me- 
morial would become a site for 
neo-Nazi vandals. 

Then m October Martin 
Walser. a well-known novelist, 
declared in a speech that he was 
tired of seeing the Holocaust 
pop up all the time in the media. 
He said Auschwitz had become 
to Germans "a routine threat, a 
tool of mtimidation, a moral 
cudgel or just a compulsory 
exercise." 

Promptly, the leader of tbe 
Jewish community in Germany, 
a Holocaust survivor. Ignatz 
Buhls, accused Mr. Walser of 
‘‘mental arson." 

Clearly the complexion of 
the German Problem has 
changed.

So, two months the Mu- 
nich capitulation of "peace b 
our lime" b Sq^iemi:^ 1938, 
Hitler's hooligans torched the 
synagogues, smashed the win- 
dows of Jewish stores and de- 
ported 28,000 German Jews to 
concentration camps. 

Soon, Hitler’s Wehrmacht 
occupied Czechoslovakia and 
then uivaded Poland, setting the 
whole world on fire. Reduced to 
ash. in the end. would be Hit- 
ler's so-called Thousand-Year 
Reich, along with millioDS of 
men. women and children, 
among them 6 million Jews. 

From the book-bunting to the 
ineberation of gassed inmates m 
ovens built and installed b>' tbe 
Ejfiin ironworks Tqrf und 
Sohne. eveoihmg proceeded to- 
ward or according to a program 
for Entlosiing (final solution) 
dKided upon at the Wannsee 
conference in Febfuai}' 1942.

The 
corpses were ro be incinerated 
b ovens bspected by one iterr 
Messbg. an installer from Topf 
und Sohne. who claimed 15 
hours of overtime. 


The concentration camp at 
Bucfaenwald. establisbed b 
1937 b tiie vicinity of Webaar, 
was the proto^lie for the mass 
murder factOTies where Hitler 
and Himmler's torturers and ex- 
ecutioners, eqtit{^}ed with the 
latest technology, starved, shot, 
hanged gassedand beberated 
so many thousands of people. 

An old oak stood b die Buch- 
enwald camp on the hill called 
Ettersberg. b its shadow 
Goethe hid liked to rest, during 
his walks on the hill. Day b, day 
out the prisoners passed it on 
their forced marches to tbe 
quarries. "Goethe's oak," & 
lonely sentinel in the midst of 
die inferno, rentinded dram 
painfully of the normal world 
outside the camp. 

Leavbg that cursed place, 
I was reminded of some lines 
Primo Levi, the Jewish-ltalian 
writer and survivor of Aus- 
chwitz:

Iraq Fights Losing Battle 
Against Deadly Illnesses 

' Economic Sanctions Devastate Medical System

BAGHDAD — The greatest misfor- 
tune that has been visit^ on 3-year-oId 
Isra Ahmed was not contracting leuk- 
emia. It was contracting leukemia in 
at a time when the country’s medical 
system is all but paralj^ed as a result of 
economic sanctions imposed by the 
United Nations eight years t^o.

year, she has spent most of her time in the

In develops countries, the cure rate 
for leukemia approaches 70 percent In 
Iraq it is near zero. 

‘ Tt's still not too late to save this giri’s 
life if we can pve her a bone-mairow 
transplant” said Jasim Mazin, the hos- 
pital's chief resident “But we don't 
have the equipment to perform that irind 
of operation. We're helpless. ' ' 

In his five years at Saddam CencraL, 
virtually all w his leukemia patients 
have Their des^, coupled with 
those who die of gastrointestinal dis- 
eases, diarrhea, dehydration and other 
ea^y curable ailmrats, have clearly 
taken a toll on him. He often works 20 
hoots aday, and although he is just 28, he 
looks nearly twice that age.

It is the role of Wanamaker's career, 
and despite the exhaustion of eight shows 
a week, she is exhilarated.

49, jumped up 
TO demonstrate her point, clapp^ her 
hands, clenched her lists, giggled. 

Daiting about to make tea. rolling her 
own cigarettes, she is very different 
from the grief-riven figure at the Bar- 
rymore. Patches of her head are shaved 
and reddened onstage to look as if she 
has been tearing her hair ouL ’ ' 1 wanted 
her to look horrible, like hell." Wana- 
maker said gleefolly. 

Onstage. Electra is in stark, contrast to

Judi 
Dench — than any other actor in the 
British stage.*' the director and play- 
wright David Hare said in a telephone 
interview from London. Wanamaker 
has appeared in several of his plays. 

And as with Electra, Wanamaker has 
lived in the shadow of a powerful and 
beloved father. Sam Wanamaker. the 
American actor and director who for 
years campaigned to build a replica of 
Shakespeare's Globe Theatre in Lon- 
don. Wanamaker's mother was the act- 
ress Charlotte Holland. 

Sam Wanamaker was "an exiraor- 


ml." "She wa^ the most ex- 

traordinary nuxiure of self- 
confidence and self-doubt of any actor 
I’ve worked with." he said. 

For 1 2 years on and off. Wanamaker 
worked in the Royal Shakespeare Com- 
pany. 

But because of her perky looks, she 
was often cast in soubrette roles. "She 
forced her way into being what she does 
now." said her husband, the actor and 
writer Gawn Grainger, "a great classic 
actress." 

She broke through, she said, as Tessa, 
"a very smart, bright businesswoman 
who changed her career and started to 
work for famine relief." in the BBC 
series "Lo^'e Hurts" from 1992 to '94. 

The role of Electra came about at the 
suggestion of the production's director. 
David Leveaux. He recalled: "I said:

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IN THE AGE OF 
PETER THE GREAT 
By Lindsey Hughes.

P ETER was a giant. At 6- 
foot-7 he lowered above 
his contemporaries and 
cowers still, hu character and 
legacy now more than ever a 
matter of furious dispute 
among Russians, as once 
again they argue whether or 
not to follow the West 
Nabokov saw the man who 
ruled Russia from 1682 to 
1725 as an "arch bully"; 
Solzhenitsyn saw him as a 
“wild whirlwind." One con- 
lemporaiy St. Petersburg his- 
torian views him as * 'the cre- 
ator of the administrative 
command system and the true 
ancestor of Stalin," but an 
equally good case can be 
made for him as a forerunner 
of Gorbachev. 

As the author of this study 
notes, both leaders "chal- 
lenged old orthodoxies, broke 
do^ walls" and "acknowl- 
edged the need to learn from 


Che West" with the dtfforence 
chat ‘'Whereas Peter presided 
over the consolidation and ex- 
pansion of empire, Gorbachev 
precipitated its collapse." 

But many Russians also 
. saw Peter as destructive. Con- 
servative religious people 
vieu'ed him as nothing less 
ihan the Antichrist. Others. 
W'hile acknow'ledging his con- 
tribution — Nikolai Karamz- 
in, the country's first major 
historian, estimated that with- 
out Peter, Russia would have 
needed 600 years to catch up 

— shared the judgment of a 
later commeniaior, who said: 
"Russia achiev^ the status 
of a European power at the 
cost of ruining the countiy." 

What did Peter accom- 
plish. and at what cost and 
with what relevance to 
today's dismal and humiliat- 
ed Russia? The standard im- 
age of Peter is of the leader 
who violently wrenched Rus- 
sia from savage ignorance in- 
to the present tense of history 

— creating a navy, modern- 
izing the army, founding St. 
Petersburg, stimulating capi- 
talism. and reforming the ad- 
ministration so that everyone 
served the state. 
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In a word, he transformed 
Russia from a “maligned na- 
tion on the fringe of Europe^ 
affairs, engaged mainly in 
fending off attacks of its 
neighbors, to a world power 
with a pro-active role in in- 
ternational politics." 

Recognizing that Peter has 
become a legend, a symbol 
and the subject of a "per- 
sonality cult." Lindsey 
Hughes wisely sidesteps the 
problem in the way she titles 
her book, stressing the coun- 
try over the ruler, and in with- 
holding apurely biographical 
portrait of Peter until the end. 

Neither a debunker nor a 
revisionist, Hughes is more a 
contextualizer and, if such a 
word cun exisL a nuancer. 
Her intent is to depict the age. 
dominated by Peter but nev- 
ertheless larger even than that 
larger-than-life ruler, and to 
demonstrate thai while much 
of the myth of Peter is based 
in fact, the very act of shading 
in the details can change an 
icon to a ponraic wans and all 

— or. as in Peter's case, a 
fearsome tic that distorted his 
face. Without denying the ob- 
vious — there was no Peters- 
burg until he built it. no navy 
until he decreed there be one 

— she points out that, for 
example, the army he sup- 
posedly single-handedly 
modernized was already or- 
ganized well enough to have 
vk'on significant wars before 
he was ei'en bom. 

With 1 14 pages of foot- 
notes and bibliography, this 
work is a vast and detailed 
ccHTective. which both adds 
some fresh historical material 
I the changing role of women, 
for instinct) and includes 
some fine insights into 
Peter’s accelerated sense of 
time — he was the first but 
hardly the last Russian leader 
10 . realize that survival meant 
catching up with the West. 


In a nice touch, the author 
raises the question of how 
much compassion we should 
feel for a man who cut off 
beards and heads in his re- 
lentless drive 10 modernize 
Russia, and directly partic- 
ipated in the torture of his son. 
AJe.'iils. who. in a reversal of 
the usual father-and-son syn- 
drome. wanted to return Rus- 
sia CO its old ways. 

But it was precisely those 
old ways that Peter had ded- 
icated his Herculean energy 10 
destroying in the belief that 
"They, not l.are ihe lyrams." 
To that enii no project was too 
vast, no detail too smalt. Peter 
issued insrruciions on buttons 
for army uniforms, bayonet 
length, wagon wheels, the 
more regular arrangement of 
tombstones in graveyards, 
and how to eliminate the ver- 
biage when translating texts 
from Ocmian. 

In the end. he does deserve 
a measure of compassion be- 
cause rhe task he ser himself 
was so impossible when 
weighed against Russia's sul- 
len inertia. 

One of the many wondeif u ) 
details the author has un- 
earthed is the passage of a law 
punishing litrerers with the 
koout la leather whip). As 
much as anything else, that 
minor piece of legislation en- 
capsulates Peter's paradox, 
and Russia's, perfectly. Any 
behavior can be compelled by 
force except initiative and re- 
sponsibility-. 

Can there be a 2 1 st-century 
Peter the Great w ho will drag 
Russia by the scruff of its 
neck to rhe polling place and 
the market place? It doesn’t 
seem likely.

The sales increases were realized 
despite glitches that fcxced con- 
sumers to su^ indignities such as 
being denied access to cetaileis' 
Web sites and holiday gifts that did 
not arrive on time as pnxmsed. 

The most optimistic estimates 
holiday sales came from a subsi- 
diary of Interp ublic GrOUp Of Cos., 
whose survey of 1,000 consumers 
suggested that on-line sales would 
reach $5 billion. That would be four 
the total sales last year on the 
Internet between Thanksgiving and 
Chnstmas and twice expectations 
fcx this year of $2 J billitm. 

Boston Consulting Group and 
Shop.«g, an industry group for 
electronic retailers, said chat year- 
over-year sales grew 230 percent in 
Che holiday season th^ jost ended, 
y^parel sales were particularly 
strong, growing m S300 miUioit, 
frcml^AanSlOOmillioaln 1997, 
Boston Consulting said.

Deadline for Tax Break Prompts Late Rush to Roth IRA

WASHINGTON — After a^ly 12 
months of turning it over in their minds, 
thousands (k American taxpayers inside the 
United States and alvoad are calling their 
hanba, brokers and mutual fiinds this week, 
nishii^ to get in on the latest tax break for 
ordinary w^e earners before a Thursday 
d^line. 

The cause of the stamped is a one-time 
opportuniO' that oftos spec^ tax treanneut 
for savers who convert their individual re- 
tirement accounts re new Rod) IRAs. 

The Roth IRA allows individuals and 
couples to build nest eggs on which they will 
not pay taxes when th^ withdraw the money 
in retiiement There are many ways to create 
a Roth account, but a common problem 
involves converting mon^ placed in stan- 
dard IRAs into Roths. The Of^rtunity to 
make a conversion tlut spreads out a pun- 
ishing upfront tax hit over four years — 
courtesy of a law passed by Congress — has 
led thousands to deluge their brokers and 


mutual fund managers with conversion re- 
quests week. 

"They waited," said Ellen Breslow of 
Salomon Smith Barney, "and now they are 
down to the wire." A quarter of the Wall 
Street firm's Rote IRA conversions have 
taken place in December. 

The Roth IRA is just one of a long list of 
tax breaks Congress enacted last year, but it 
has special ai^eai for many middle- and 
upper-middle-income people. In addition to 
creating a tax-free investment, it is much 
more flexible than a regular IRA, requires no 
mandatory withdrawals beginning at age 
70i6. and creates estate-pianniiig b^efits. 

The year-end attention to Roth IRAs is 
causing headaches for some banks, brokers, 
mutual funds and other account custodians 
across the country. Salomon Smith Barney 
and Vanguard the big mutual fund com- 
pany, say they are fielding an explosion of 
phone calls. Some firms, including Van- 
guard. have cut off conversions. 

"We've had a tremendous last-minute 
rush" into Roths, regular IRAs and the new 
education IRAs. said Brian Mattes of Van- 


guard. where investors are doing more than 
just calling: People are jaamiDg the ioU>y bf 
the firm's headquaitem in Valley Forge, 
Pennsylvania. 

* ‘The best thing for the traditional IRA has 
been the Roth," Mr. Mat^ said "It has 
reawakened interest in traditional IRAs. 
People became intrigued by tfte Rodi. looked 
at it and said maybe the optional is bttter 
after ail." 

Individuals and couples earning more than 
$100,000 a year are ineligible, placing the 
Roth ZRA out of reach for many dual-income 
coimles. 

Tne Roth IRA owes Its existence to Sen- 
ator William Roth, Republican of Delaware, 
who is ebainnan of the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee. Mr. Roth ensured that these accounts 
became part of the huge tax over^ul Con- 
gress enacted in 1997. 

Stanebrd IRAs are funded with annna! 
contributions of up to $4,000 fm* a couple, 
and in many instances they are tax-deduct- 
ible. An account grows untaxed until re- 
tirement. Then, when withdrawals are taken, 
they are taxed at the individual's ordinaiy 


income rate — which, presumably, is lower 
in retiremeoL Congress, however, wanted to 
ensure that tiiese accounts would not be used 
as estate-planning vehicles, and so it required 
holders of stand^ IRAs to begin t*Hng 
money out of the accounts at age 701d. 

With a Rotii, contribatioDS afe not de- 
ductible, but there is to be no ftnther (ax on 
the account if it is withdrawn after age S9^ 
There are no wi±diawal requirements, so the 
money can more easily be left to hebs or 
allow^ to further accnmulate. 

In addition to annual contributions, tax- 
payers can fund a Roth by convert in g a. 
r^ular IRA and paying tile taxes du& 

With just days left Itefme Ae deadline for 
cooversion to a Roth, some brokerages and 
financial iastitutioas are handling them but 
warn that they may not make the deadline. 

Charles Schwab, the discount birekera^, 
set Dec. 22 as the deadline for assuring 
conversioa but it hs contim^ to process 
applications and said ibsd it ebq>ected to get 
them done. 

Still others are encouraging clients to 
make the switch if it is right for them.

HONG KONG -- Hong ’s 
economy shrank by a record 7.1 
percent in the third quarter of 
1998, compared with its level a 
year earlier, hurt by slack con- 
sumer demand, falling exports and 
a drop in investment spetiding, the 
government said Tuesday. 

Economists said the 'drop in 
gross domestic product, the ter- 
ritory's biggesi-ever quanerly 
contraction, was in line with ex- 
pectations. 

It was only slightly worse than 
preliminary estimates released in 
NoArember, which showed a 7 per- 
cent contraction. 

The third-quarter decline 
dwarfed the previous record — a 


4.7 percent drop in July-Septem- 
ber 1974^. and mark^ the first 
time since at least the early 1960s 
that the economy had contracted 
for three straight quarters. The 
economy shrank a revised 2.6 per- 
cent in the January-March period 
and by a revised 5. 1 percent in the 
April-June quarter. 

Economists said they expected 
Hong-Kong's economy to contin- 
ue to decline in the fourth quarter 
and into i 999, but at a slower pace, 
partially due to interest-rate cuts 
and a stabilizing property market. 

'•This doesn’t really change our 
reading of the Hong Kong econ- 
omy," said Chi Lo. on economist 
at HSBC Holdings PLC. ‘'Max- 
imum stress on the Hong Kong 


economy has already passed, but 
we won't see any signs'of a re- 
coverv' until the 'second half of 
1999.‘' 

The government fereeasr that 
the economy would shrink 5 per- 
cent in 1 998’. .A year ago, the Hong 
Kong econom>' was growing at on 
annual rate of 6. 1 percent. 

“Interest-rate cuts and stabil- 
ization in apanmem sales will 
help, but unemployment is going 
to stay high, and consumption will 
stay weak."

BEIJING — China will mete out life imprisonment 
to those convicted of major foreign-exchange infrac- 
tions under a supplementa/yjtrovision ro tiic Criminal 
Law adopted Tuesday, the official Xinhua press agency 
reported. 

The report did not spell out the magnitude of vi- 
olations that would warrant the severe penalty adopted 
by the National People's Congress. 

“The provision stipulates life sentences for indi- 
viduals convicted of purchasing foreign exchange with 
forged documents, evading payments or otherw ise en- 


gaging in illeg.il trade aciiviries." ihe report said. Ii^so 
provides for violators lo be fined as a concurrent 
punishment. 

China has been cracking down on fraudulent foreign- 
exchange transactions, ordering enterprises to repat- 
riate UlegaUy acquired foreign exchange after an es- 
timated S.'^O billion fiou-ed ou7 of the country in the first 
half of the year.

Many observers doubt that Prime 
Minister Nawaz Sharif, despite 
sweeping to powo- in 1997 witii a 
large pariiamentary majority, has the 
will to make the tough decisions nec- 
essary to resuscitate dte economy. 

There is no coherent long-term 
economic planning. Last month. 
Mr. Sharif changed his finance min- 
ister for the second time in three 
months, installing a political crony 
in place of a respected technocrat. 
Rather than lackhng core problems 
of this aid-dependeni country, the 


prime minister often defies his fi- 
nancial patrons, such as he did with 
a decision to cut electricity tariffs 
that remporarily imperiled 
Pakistan's talks w ith the IMF. 

Paralysis is setting in among the 
struggling construction and textile 
barons of Lahore. The textile sector 
accounts for about two-thirds of all 
exports, making it a vital source of 
hard currency for this debi-sirapped 
countiy. Pakistan, the world's 
fourth-largest cotton grower, nor- 
mally expbns 77 percent of its pro- 
duction. Textile exports for the titree 
months ending in September 
slumped 12.3 percent compared 
with a year earlier. 


The economic fallout from the 
nuclear tests was the last straw for a 
texiiie industiy already reeling from 
a succession of failed cotton crops at 
home and slack demand for cotton 
fabric from crisis-ridden East .Asia.

ater discovery, they lack a 
<ense of “stewardship." says 
one of the society’s founders. 
Knure Berger. Of the tens of 
thousands of cap.sules buried 
'cross the United States, most 
'ill be Inst, destroyed or oth- 
wi$c prevented from passing 
their legacy, he said. 

One rule is not to tell too 
ny people — ortoofew.for 
1 matter. In Westport. Flor- 
for example, the tlrst 
Imaster of an elemcntarN' 
Idol buried a comniemor- 
tve capsule in 1947 and iefta 
tote specifying its content and 
ihe year oV its intended dis- 
inter^nt. ls>97. But he neg- 
lected to denote it.s location. 

In Wilkinsburg. Pennsyl- 
vania. a church capsule was 
Carefully concealed from 
vandals and remains con- 
cealed from everyone else, 
too. uficr a ceniuiy. People 
have been known to uncover 
one container while try ing to 
bury ditolher. 

“nme capsules must be in- 
terred with an eye to the dis- 
tant future, of course. Local 
scholarv attended the !99.*i ex- 
cavation of a century-old cap- 
sule in New Zealand wiih in- 
terest because it held historical 
papers. Bui all they found was 
muddv water and a button. 


.At least now there is experr 
advice at the time c.tpsu]e so- 
ciety at Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity in .Atlanta, which houses 
the enormous “Crypt of Civ- 
ilization.'* Its creator. Thom- 


well Jacobs, considered 1940 
as a midpoint in recorded his- 
tory. so the crypt was buili 
then and will be opened in 
8113. The society- will reg- 
ister anyone’s capsule by lo- 
cation, date and contents. 

The Westinghouse Time 
Capsule from the 1939 
World's Fair in Flushing 
Meadows. New York, offi- 
cially introduced the concept 
of a time capsule. The actual 
term was coined by a publicist 
for Westinghouse Electric 
(another possibility was 
“Time Bomb'*). 


Among the contents are 
microfilm (of newspapei> 
and books, including “Cone 
With the Wind'*l. new-siwl-s 
I including Howard Hushes's 
Spruce Goose and u Miami 
fashion show), examples of 
the day's technology (includ- 
ing coal and asl^stos. the 
"miracle fabric* 'Kind repres- 
entations of daily life (pho- 
tographs of a poker game and 
a 1938 baseball rule book;. 

Its creators, who planned 
its excavation tor the year 
6939. distributed 3.650 cop- 
ic.s of a “Book of Record" to 
sites around die world, from 
the Libraiy of Congres.s 
(which appurenlly can't .seem 
to locate its two copies) to the 
Croat Monoistery Library in 
Tibet. The book aspires to 
preserv'e the English lan- 
guage with pronunciation 
chans, diagrams and an up- 
dated Rosetta Stone, us well 
as messages to the future from 
.Albert Einstein and Thomas

The book's prologue refers 
humbly enough to the site of 
the capsule's placement:

P ARIS — In a country already crowded 
with museums dedicated to even* ima- 
ginable topic, it was at die very iMst strange 
that until now France had no Jewish museum 
worthy of the name. After all, more Jews live 
in France than in any other European country 
except Russia. France also has an outstand- 
ing moral debt to a Jewish popubtion deci- 
mated by wartime depoitaiioos front oc- 
cupied France to Nazi death camps. 

France has finally made amends w'heo 
President Jacques Chirac inaugurated the 
Museum of the An and History of Judaism in 
the Marais, the old Jewish quarter of Paris. 
Chirac's presence was not just a forraliiy. .As 
the fir^t French president to apologize for the 
pro-Nazi Vichy regime's role in persecuting 
Jews during World War H. he was all too 
aware of the sy mbolism of the occasion. He 
had also helped make it happen. 

As early as I9S0. as mayor of Paris, he 
backed the project, and s'lx years later he 
designated a ITth-ceofury mansion owned 
by the city to be transforined into the mu- 
seum. Subsequently, the S40 million cost of 
restoring and expanding the Hotel de Saint- 
Aignan was shared by the national and city 
governments. Each will also contribute S2 
million a year toward the operating costs of 
what is now. no less than the Lou^-re. a 
national museum. 

With the public in mind, the museum aims 
to provide an overii'iew of the history of 
European Jews since the Middle .Ages, w-tth 
sections dedicated to the parallel develop- 
ment of the Ashkenazic and Sephardic cul- 
ture.s, respectively in Northern and Eastern 
Europe and in Spain and North Africa. It also 
dwells on the emancipation of Jews initialed 
by the French Revolution and the emergence 
of nonreligious Jewish art this century'. 

“I'm incredibly impressed with the qual- 
ity or* the objects they have put together," 
Norman Klceblan. the Susan and Elihu Rose 
curator of fine arts at the Jewish Museum in 
New York City, said after visiting the new 
mu.Neum. “1 had been afraid that the objects 
might be swallowed up by the architecture. 
They were not. The quality .ind beauty of the 
objects IS impressive." 

>*er for all the celebration of the. new 
museum at 7J Rue du Temple in the Fourth 
.Arrondissemeni. the very' choice of its name 
underlines the continuing complexity of the 
relationship between France and its Jewish

.population. In other words, the Museum of 
the .Art and History of Judaism is not a 
museum of the history of Jews in France. 
More specifically, the fate of France’s Jews 
in World War IL when 78.000 were de- 
ported. and after which only about 2.000 
returned, is barely addressed. 

This omission provoked a fiercely critical 
article in the lefi-Jeaning newspa^ Lib- 
eration. It also promised e:^essions of sur- 
prise from some expens. “{ think thaievena 
Jewish public e-xp^ted that the fate of dieir 
French brethren be mentioned more expli- 
citly in the museum.*’ said Edward van 
Vooten. curator of the Jewish Historical Mu- 
seum in Amsterdam. 

The only direct reference to the Holocaust 
is found in an installatitm by Christian. 
Bolian^ that includes a wall peppered with 
plaques that cany the names, birdtplaces and 
professions of Jews who lived in the Hotel de 
Saim-Aignaninihelate f93CB. At least J3of 
these residents were arrested and sent to death 
camps during the Gennan occupation of Paris 
between May 1940 and August 1944. 

^*ec the decision not to focus on the Holo- 
caust is not accidental. It reflects the con- 
tinuing reluctance of France as a whole and 


French Jews to confront this paiaftil pasu- 
even though the subjMt is no longer ignored 
as it was for many decades. But it also 
touches on a broader debate over how far the 
Holocaust should be treated as a central 
event of Judaism and whether it sbbuld be 
commemorated in Jewish museums or 
through separate Holocaust memorials. 

* ‘How prevalent is the Holocaust in Jewish 
history?" Rleeblatt asked. "It's a real Issue, 
and we struggle with that in the Jew-ish Mu- 
seum. Does a Jewi^ museum onlybecdmera 
museum of tragedy? A Jewish museum also 
has an obligadon to tell a cultural story." 

These questions have become all the more 
topical as new Jewish museums have sprung 
up across Europe in recent years, among 
them those of Antsterdam in 1986, Frankfurt 
in 1988. Vienna in 19M and London and the 
former East Berlin in i 995. A new extension 
to the Berlin Historical Museum, which will 
record the history of Jews in Berlin and is also 
already known as the Jewish Museum, opens 
next year. In Berlin and Vienna, though, 
separate Holocaust memorials are planned. 

The point of departure in Paris was dif- 
fefenL Here, the museum’s profile was ini- 
tially defined by the availability of two ex- 
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^iogs by Marc ChagaD. on loan Iron. 
Georges Pompidou Center. , 

The Pofhpidoo Cenier has fijnher km 
paintings, looted by Nazi occupiers anu re- 
covered after the war. whose 
sumed to be Jewish coUectors, have not 'ei 
been identified. These include «;orks b> P*- 
casso, Dufv', Leger, Matisse and l-trillo. and 
they are among aboui 2.000 art ob(ecl> sldl 
held by the French government pending 
identity of the rightful heirs. 

This loan is evidently a political mw to the 
current heated debate in Europe and ihe 
United States over the whereabout and 
ownership of valuable works of art scizev. b> 
the Germans from Jewish collecl»Jrs- J-Jty*. 
erwise, however, the museum takes liitle. 
account of changing French attitudes ti.H''afd 
the' Holocaust over the past decade. 

"In 1988. the Jewish quttlion and Jewish 
culture'-were being studiM in France for tiie 
first lime," said Laurence Si|al. the mu- 
seum's director. ’“The Shoah still had a very 
small place -in the Jewish and French con- 
science. It was still a private question; now it 
is a national problem." 

StiU, the museum does have room for 
temporary e^^biiions that can tackle more 
topi^ issuM. ‘^This is.a new museum, and 
they ne^.time to refkci and grow," Klee- - 
blaa said in a telephone interview. “It's a 
namral process. You can't expect a museum 
to arrive fblly formed."
